The lynching of Leo M. Frank iu Georgia will be roundly 


condemned by believers in Ihe orderly processes of the law, 
yet the public will do well not lo jump too hastily to the con- 
clusion that the act evidences b;irl$tisrli.aiid bloodthirtiness on 
the part of the people of Ilia! sfule/ifMVof the fads bearing on 
a case which has come to such a tragic ending should be care- 
fully weighed before consigning the people of Georgia to the 
ranks of the uncivilized. 
•'•••With the details of the murder of which Frank was con- 
victed, and the efforts made lo save him from the penally of 
his crime, the public is familiar. 
No man charged with crime 


could ask for an abler or more earnest defense than was pro- 


• vided for the defendant in this famous case. 
He had a 'fan- 


trial and was' found guilty. ' "And then," as is stated in a brief 


• published review of the case, "began one of Ihe greatest legal 


battles in the history of this country lo save the man from 
death. The case was taken from one court lo another, and 
finally reached the supreme court of the United Slates, bnl 
Frank seemed 16 be doomed, and after invoking every con- 
ceivable principle of law known -^cflhe praclilioners of Ihis 
country it looked as though the man would have to die for his 
crime, until his sentence was commuted to life imprisonment 
by Governor Slaton of Georgia on June 21 of this -year." 


In doing Ihis the governor was entirely within his rights and 


powers, but Ihe act failed to.salisfy a large parl of the Georgia 
public, which regarded it as a miscarriage of justice. 
The 


penally for murder in Georgia is death and Frank had been 
convicted in spile of all thai legal ability and ingenuity could 
do in his defense. 
. 
In spile of all this it is fair to presume that the Georgia pub- 


lic would have accepted the outcome without .undue protest il 
life imprisonmenl meant what i! is supposed lo mean — or was 
once supposed lo mean. The frequency with which murder- 
ers have been pardoned.in the last few years has convinced a 
large part of the public lhat life sentences mean nothing clefin- 
ite'whatever, and there isilltlcroom for doubt that this feeling 
was largely responsible for this Georgia tragedy. 


The lynching cannot .be 'defended, but under the circum- 


stances it can be understood. 
It was a protest, illegal and 


blood-curdling lo be sure, against procedures which protect 
murderers against the full penalty of their crimes in so many 
cases as lo constitute a public disgrace. 


That is the lesson of this Georgia lynching.
